EXPORTS’ VALUE} 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 30.+—-Food- 
stuffs worth §210,000,000 were imported 


in August, the department of com- 
merce said today; This compared with 
imports of $84,000,000 in August, 1919. 
Exports of foodstuffs for the month ag- 
gregated $154,000,000, as against $205,- 
000,000 the same month a year ago. 

For the first eight months of the 
year foodstuffs imported were valued 
at $1,366,000,000, as against $790,000,000 
during the corresponding period last 
year, and exports were valued at 
$1,322,000,000, compared with $1,882,- 
000,000 for first eight months of 
last year.. 

Imports of crude materials for use 
in manufacturing continued to increase 
last month, aggregating $140,000,000, 
compared with $131,000,000 during Au- 
gust, 1919. The total for the eight 
months was $1,412,000,000, as against 
$951,000,000 for the same period, of the 
year before, 

Exports of crude materials in August 
were valued at $140,000,000, an increase 
of $10,000,000 as compared with Au-

Charles O'Malley, robber, burglar, and gunman, 
bought his way 9t Of the hands of the law for a 
stim variously reported at from $400 to $1,000. 
Louis Asher, professional bondsman, admits that he 
got $400 as his part in the deal. The authorities 
are left holding the bag, which was supposed to 
contain the equivalent of $21,000 provided by 
Asher, but which in reality contains only a scrap 
of paper, which the records indicate there is less 
than one chance in fifty of turning into cash. 

On this bond Ashef schedules property which at 
the time of signing he valued at $200,000 above his 
liabilities. So involved in mortgages, liens, trans- 
fers, and other entanglements is this property that 
the Judge before whom the bail bond papers were 
presented refused to approve it. Later the papers 


| were returned with the inscription, “Approved by 


Assistant State's Attorney Michael W. Kavand¢y.”: 
They were accepted and O'Malley vanished. The 
judge’s suspicions are confirmed. The chances of 
collecting the security are negligible. The chances 
of punishing those guilty of the deception which 
turnéd a dangerous man loose upon the community 
may be better.
